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SAFETY IN THE HOME 


| ig Great Britain, on an average, 45 persons die every day as a result of accidents. 

This figure, given recently by Major-General B. K. Young, CBE, MC, 
Director-General, Royal Society for the Prevention of Accidents, in an address 
to the Royal Society of Arts, includes fatalities from all causes; and it will surprise 
many to learn that whereas 14 occur on the roads, 24 occur in and around the 
home. Two age-groups are particularly vulnerable in home accidents—children 
under five years of age (11 per cent) and elderly persons of sixty-five and upwards 
(70 per cent). 


Accidents have many causes, but it is significant that 61 per cent of those in 
the home are due to falls, which suggests that although age and infirmity must be 
the chief contributory factors, there is probably something seriously amiss in the 
planning, equipment and furnishing of many homes. Major-General Young 
suggested that greater attention should be given to the technical needs of the 
home and laid stress on improved general design of housing, especially for 
elderly persons, better kitchen layouts to reduce fatigue and eliminate accident 
risks, and the guarantee of technical safety in all heating, cooking and washing 
appliances and, indeed, all forms of gas, oil, solid fuel and electrical equipment. 
He urged, too, the need to study all new developments in household cleaning 
agents and synthetic fabrics to ensure recognition and control of any dangerous 
properties they might possess. We may be sure his words will not go unheeded. 


Mr. Clifford Culpin, FRIBA, dealt suggestively with planning problems in 
relation to accidents in the home in the address which he gave on October 10 
to the National Safety Congress, organised by the RoSPA (reported in our issue 
for October 26). He made it clear that much might be done by architects at 
the planning stage, though the reduction, on Ministry orders, of the three- 
bedroomed local authority house from 950 to as low an area as 875 superficial 
feet had meant economies in circulation space such as halls, passages, staircases, 
lobbies and in the ‘working’ parts of the house, such as the kitchen and the 
bathroom—probably the very places where accidents are most likely to occur. 
Any re-expansion of circulation space while the size of bedrooms is maintained 
must presumably mean some increase in cost, but it would surely be justified if it 
reduced the distressing number of accidents. 


Oddly enough, there are far more falls on one level than on staircases, and 
the causes are probably slippery surfaces or the raised edges of floor coverings. 
Nevertheless, all hazards in house planning ought to be eliminated, especially 
winders in staircases and dangerous changes of level; and for elderly people the 
best form of accommodation is undoubtedly the bungalow. 


Much good work is being done by official and voluntary bodies to instruct 
the public in the dangers that surround them in the home. Some of these 
undoubtedly derive from incompetent amateur repair work. ‘ Do it yourself’ 
can be dangerous advice, especially to those who, without much justification, 
fancy themselves as ‘ handymen.’ It cannot be too strongly insisted that overhauls 
and repairs of all kinds are best left to skilled craftsmen. 


Much can be done by education to overcome carelessness and ignorance, 
which are the two chief causes of accidents, and we warmly commend the 
activities of all organisations that are working for safety in the home. 
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Notes of the Week 


NZ House Developments 


AS a result of recent developments, the 

New Zealand Government now 
looks likely to have the tower building 
which it proposes* on the site of the 
Carlton Hotel in the Haymarket, London. 
The two designs which have been pre- 
pared by Professor Robert Matthew, both 
of which show a building with podium 
and tower block, were considered on 
December 19 by the Housing Committee 
of the London County Council, which 
took the decision that the type of build- 
ing proposed was appropriate to the site, 
and exoressed the view that the second 
of the two designs (showing a rectangular 
instead of an L-shaped plan for the 
tower block) was preferable as being 
lighter in treatment and visually better. 
Both designs were shown in The Builder 
of December 7. 

It is interesting that Press comment 
has been almost unanimous in support of 
a design with a tower. The Royal Fine 
Art Commission would approve the 
second design provided four storeys were 
lopped off and the plan area of the tower 
reduced. These conditions would not be 
acceptable to the NZ Government as 
bringing the floor space in total below 
their needs. The final decision rests with 
the Crown Estates Commis- 
sion (the views of the LCC 
and of the RFAC are without 
binding force since the site is 
Crown land) but it is not 
thought likely that the Com- 
mission will now object in 
view of the LCC is general 
approval. The second design 
has not yet been formally 
considered by the New 


Zealand Government in 
Auckland, but it is thought 
likely that they, too, will . 
accept it.

Mr. G. Grenfell 
Baines, the chairman, contributes a 
preface, in the course of which he says 
‘it is indeed remarkable that a body of 
independent practising architects will 
meet regularly and communicate fre- 
quently to share each others resources in 
books, information, and, above all, general 
experience, successful’ or otherwise, in 
practising architecture. ...We are steadily 
preparing ourselves to bring before our 
fellow architects sound and tried ideas 
which should be of great value.’ 

The report includes a reproduction of a 
pen and ink drawing of a picturesque 
house, ‘ Bryn Mor,’ at Wern, near Beau- 
maris, Anglesey, which has been _pur- 
chased by the Group and set up as a rest 
and holiday centre for its members and 
the staff of the various offices.

OBITUARY 


Herbert A. Cox, FCA, FSA, Hon. 
ARIBA 





The late Mr. Herbert A. Cox 


WE deeply regret to record the death, 

which took place at his home in 
South Croydon on December 17, of Mr. 
Herbert Arthur Cox, FCA, FSA, Hon 
ARIBA, chairman of The Builder, Ltd. 
He was 81. 

Herbert Cox was the third son of the 
late Edward Webster Cox, JP, and great- 
grandson of John Lewis Cox, first 
printer and, after 1842, proprietor of 
The Builder which had been founded in 
that year by Josevh Aloysius Hansom, 
architect and inventor of the cab bearing 
his name. He was therefore of the fourth 
generation of his family which, for well 
over a century, has made its contribution 
to the conduct of the newspaper as 
proprietors and directors. Herbert Cox 
first joined the Board in 1911, became 
joint chairman (with the late Frank 
Finlaison) after his father’s death in 1921, 
and sole chairman after 1933, a position 
in which he was active up to the end 
though able to attend board meetings of 
late but rarely. 

His experience as a chartered account- 
ant, added to a life-long knowledge of 
the newspaper, made Herbert Cox in 
many ways an ideal chairman. Atten- 
tion to the minutiae connected with the 
post never blinded him to the greater 
issues; interference with the conduct of 
the paper on the editorial and business 
sides was kept to a minimum, for he 
believed in selecting men qualified for the 
key posts and leaving them to do their 
work. Ub to the war it was his proud 
claim that every member of the staff had 
personally been selected by himself. He 
saw the newspaper as having an import- 
ant part to play in the affairs of the 
professions and trades of the building 
industry, and appreciated to the full the 
strength which comes through indepen- 
dence. Thus every attempt to purchase 
control of The Builder (and, between the 
wars, there were several) was firmly 
resisted and the newspaper remains today 
independent of any other interest. 
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A major contribution made by Mr. 
Cox to the paper’s welfare came in 1917 
when he played a leading part in ending 
a tradition of nearly 75 years’ standing by 
which the editor was selected from the 
ranks of the leading architects of the day. 
In that year was appointed as editor W. 
T. Plume, HonARIBA, who for thirty 
years previously had acted as assistant 
to editors among whom were numbered 
Heathcote Statham, Henry Vaughan 
Lanchester and Herbert W. Wills. The 
reasons which led to the change were 
given by Mr. Cox in one of his last public 
appearances, in May, 1954, when he spoke 
in discussion on papers read on architec- 
tural criticism at the Royal Institute of 
British Architects. They need no elabora- 
tion other than to say that the change has 
achieved its object—the production of a 
newspaper which, without losing the 
reputation for complete integrity given 
it by the distinguished architect-editors, 
has gained in all-round balance. 

Born in 1875 and educated at St. Paul’s 
School, Herbert Cox as a young man 
thought of taking up architecture and 
studied to that end, but later turned to 
accountancy, qualifying as a Fellow of the 
Institute of Chartered Accountants and 
practising until a few years ago as a 
principal of the London firm of Wood- 
man, Cox and Wilkins. A man of many 
interests, he was author of ‘Old London 
Illustrated, a book now in its eighth 
edition, in which he supplemented by text 
a selection of H. W. Brewer’s monumen- 
tal drawings of medieval London and in 
which the results of much original 
research are incorporated. His election 
as FSA was due to the interest shown in 
the model of the Keen of the Tower of 
London (one of several models of 
medieval London buildings prepared for 
him to illustrate his researches) by the 
Chief Inspector of Ancient Monuments, 
Sir Charles Peers, then president of the 
Society. He also. brought up to date, 
and considerably enlarged, some papers 
compiled by his father. Published pri- 
vately as ‘These Stones,’ they afford an 
interesting history of The Builder, its 
proprietors, staff and members of the Cox 
and collateral families. 

For many years he had edited the 
parish magazine of Emmanuel Church, 
South Croydon, of which he was Church- 
warden and Diocesan Reader of Canter- 
bury. In 1954 he had retired from the 
Court of the Worshipful Company of 
Stationers and Newspapermakers of 
which he was Master in 1943-44, follow- 
ing in the stens of his father and great- 
grandfather. He devoted much energy 
to the affairs of the Stationers’ School, 
and his interest in educational matters 
was shown by his instrumentality in 
founding The Builder scholarshiv of the 
RIBA, He was made HonARIBA in 
1943, following the paper’s centenary. 

He married in 1905 Mary, daughter of 
the Rev. W. H. Lloyd, Vicar of Brims- 
combe, who predeceased him in 1955. 
Of their five children, three daughters 
survive him with his elder son, Mr. 
Arthur E. L. Cox, MA(Cantab) who has 
been a member of the board of directors 
since 1937.

set up a separate distribution depot just outside the 

refinery perimeter. The total cost of the depot, 
divided into two contracts, was £80,000. 

Construction—Foundations for the administrative 
block is a continuous reinforced concrete raft slab, 
9 in. thick, which extends 3 ft. around the perimeter 
of the building. The floor area is 5,780 sq. ft., this 
being made up of 2,000 sq. ft. for drivers’ facilities 
and 3,780 sq. ft. for the 33 office staff. 

The walls are constructed in 11-in. cavity brickwork 
with Croydon Rustic facing bricks. The roof slab is 
41-in. reinforced concrete spanning 11 ft. and sup- 
ported on 10in. by 5 in. R.S.J.s encased in concrete. 
The internal walls and ceiling to the drivers’ section 














are plastered ; acoustic tiles forr- the -zilings to the 
staff offices where the floors are. ple. 

The vehicle maintenance building has a structural 
steel frame with pitched roof, and consists of washing, 
greasing and maintenance bays with a flat-roofed 
section at one end for the boiler house and stores. 
The whole covers an area of 7,400 sq. ft. The 
reinforced concrete foundations and floor slab are 
constructed to form a continuous raft that includes 
heating panels and four inspection pits in the greasing 
and maintenance bays. 

The walls are 11-in. cavity brickwork with Croydon 
rustic facings. Ten sliding doors, 15 ft. wide, extend 
along the entire front of the steel-framed section. Coro- 
plast sheets were used for the roof covering. One oil- 
fired boiler provides the heating for both buildings.

Quantity Surveying and the USA 
To the Editor of The Builder 


~I1R,—Mr. Allan, who wrote On the above 
subject in your issue of December 14, 
might like to look at my article in your 
issue of March 9, 1951, which was a 
reply to the leading article which he 
quotes, and the correspondence of that 
week and those preceding. Your own 
challenge to architects made in a foot- 
note to that correspondence was never 
accepted. Why? 

If there were no quantities, some archi- 
tects no doubt would have to improve 
their standard of drawings and get down 
to writing a full specification, but is it 
not a reflection on the profession that 
such an incentive should be necessary? 


Without quantities there would still be 
the inevitable queries, now settled 
between architect and quantity surveyor, 
to be cleared with each builder tendering. 
Though dispensing with quantities might 
produce better drawings and specification, 
this would also mean more costly, more 
troublesome and more lengthy estimating. 
The loss of a uniform basis for pricing, 
moreover, must mean more risks taken 
and consequently less accuracy in the 
estimates.

Elemental Bills 


To the Editor of The Builder 


~IR,—Your editorial of December 14 
on the subject of Elemental Bills, far 
from being the promised summing-up of 
the correspondence, avoids the main 
issue. This is that the new layout seems 
to be advocated principally as a means of 
more accurate approximate estimating 
and of procuring cost data for design 
purposes. Does it really help? ‘Surely it 
is no part of the estimator’s functions to 
provide the professions with such an 
analysis? 

A letter from Mr. B. N. Woodcock in 
your December 7 issue refers to the amount 
of time spent by estimators in abstracting 
quantities from various elements in order 
to tender accurately, and he confirms the 
general opinion of quantity surveyors that 

h extra work is made for the estimator 
the use of the elemental bill. The extra- 
ordinary statement that only 2 per cent. of 
the items require repetition seems very wide 
of the mark; if one considers the trades in- 
volved in external walls—partitions. floors, 
roofs—then surely any elemental bill must 
repeat items considerably more than this. 
Further, the difficulty of collecting all items 
in one sub-trade must be greater. 

On the subject of approximate estimating, 
what does the elemental bill show? It 
states that for one particular job in one set 
of circumstances one estimator, the lowest 
and not necessarily the best, considers that 
his organisation can carry out the various 
elements for the totals shown. No more 
can be read into the tenders. It is true that 
a long series of these results, adjusted to the 
final account figures, could be used to indi- 
cate trends and draw general and average 
conclusions. Even then, as Mr. F. B. Sim- 
cock stated (quoted in your article on ‘ Gaps 
in Building Know-How’), such a series 
“suffers from the same snags as any other 
single price system. It can only be as true 
as any average, as true as the average man.’ 


The only approximate estimate of any 
real value is that produced by using, again 


quoting Mr. Simcock, ‘a delicate balance 


between a backlog of accurate records and 
the intuition that comes from experience.’ 
The backlog of accurate records kept by the 
surveyor would be replaced in the elemental 
system by the work of numbers of estimators 
pricing-out a ready-made analysis. 

As far as cost analysis goes, where is the 
mystery? Quantity surveyors can break 
down a job from their abstracts and dimen- 
sions without having half the arithmetic 
done for them by the estimator. 

What information is produced by the new 
method that is not available by expert 
analysis of any tender of a trade-by-trade 
bill? It seems to be a lot of work for no 
great benefit; certainly no more accurate 
information is available through it. The 
search for greater accuracy both in design 
data and approximate estimating will go on 
until bills of quantities (produced in trade 
order for the estimator’s convenience), 
accurately reflect in every case a design 
which is detailed, feasible and final. 

On this basis only cube and super rates 
of better average values may be built up, 
and reasonable probabilities of cost be given, 
both in detail to the architect and in general 
to the employer.

SGIR,—May I reply briefly to a point 
made by Mr. W. R. J. Hill (The 
Builder, November 30). Mr. Hill found 
that for various schools the tender break- 
down showed a ‘ marked similarity affec- 
ted mainly by waste space in planning, 
increased costs or higher rates in particu- 
lar districts.” I think he may have been 
fortunate in the examples taken. In 
addition, it may well be very much a 
matter of opinion what discrepancies 
are tolerable in such a research before 
one has established a suitable uniformity. 
For example, my own findings in a 
similar investigation some time ago, are that 
a schedule of the results of a number of 
tender breakdowns for comparable buildings 
does indeed show a pattern, the main 
characteristic of which is that elements form- 
ing a small part of the whole showed small 
rates per foot super (naturally) with small 
differences between the various examples 
taken; and those elements forming a large 
part of the bill showed larger rates per foot 
super (naturally) and larger differences 
between examples taken. In my view the 
differences were such as to defy any simple 
rationalisation. 
An indication of the reasons why this 
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should happen to have been the case is to be 
found in the report of a discussion of the 
Institute of Building Estimators which 
appeared in the same issue as Mr. Hill's 
letter (page 944).

The Late A. E. Henderson

wIR, — Belatedly, may I offer a s!on 
tribute to my old friend Ari‘ur 
Edward Henderson, whose death on 
November 8 was reported in your issue 
of November 16. First of aly of ‘he 
pictorial restorations to which ou 
referred, on the two successive Tem: les 
of Artemis at Ephesus (1908-11) he wi te 
papers in the Jnl. RIBA in 1907, 1599, 
and 1915; and on his studies of San-ta 
Sophia, Constantinople, similarly in 1£15, 
He was a very unusual personality, with 
his slight stoop, rather staring eyes, lc ng 
hair, and little yellowish goatee beard. fe 
gave several learned lectures to ‘he 
Ecclesiological Society; one, years bef«re 
the war, was on his currently execu ed 
polychromatic decorations at Chiist 
Church, Streatham Hill. 

Announcing the impending visit to the 
church, he remarked, in his curious manner 
of surprised challenge to a non-existent 
objection, ‘ You'll have plenty of time to 
see them!’ His mode of collecting motifs 
for design was unusual: ‘I go to the Anii- 
quaries,’ he said, ‘and they get me out this 
or that. I’m passionately fond of Byzantine, 
and I’m passionately fond of Celtic, and I’m 
passionately fond of Gothic.’ The said 
decorations, carried out by local people, 
were, to say the least, remarkable. He did 
a number of church fittings, notably 
baldachinos at St. John the Evangelist, Bal- 
ham (1924), and St. Mary the Less, Lambeth 
(1928), and a quasi-Byzantine reredos (in 
wood) at the King’s Weigh House church, 
near Grosvenor-square (1927). Latterly he 
made careful restored drawings of various 
cathedrals and abbeys which, with photo- 
graphs as now from approximately the same 
viewpoints placed opposite, formed the basis 
of the Then and Now series (1935-52). He 
had also made a colourful reconstruction of 
the same kind of Bury St. Edmunds Abbey 
(as did also the late Cyril Power; neither, I 
believe, was published, and I hope they are 
being preserved): he exhibited them to the 
Ecclesiological Society. He had lost his 
wife several years previously, and. after this 
last event, said to the undersigned, ‘If only 
my wife could have been here,’ and his eyes 
filled with tears.

Asphalt and Fire Protection 
To the Editor of Tie Builder 


4IR,—I have read with interest your 
issue of December 14, and in particu- 
lar the article on building construction 
and fire protection, which reproduces 
some extracts from a recent paper on 
‘Building Construction and Fire Pro- 
tection,’ presented to the RICS. In this 
paper, two sections are devoted to floors 
and to roofs, and I am surprised to see 
that mastic asphalt is not mentioned in 
either. 

Whilst I assume that the paper is not 
aiming at being comprehensive in referring 
to all types of flooring and of roofing, I do 
think that such a widely used product as 
mastic asphalt deserves mention, bearing 
especially in mind its fire-resistant properties: 
I would specifically refer to Post-War Build- 
ing Studies No. 20 ‘ Fire Grading of Build- 
ings,’ published for the Ministry of Works 
by the Stationery Office, where on page 56 
It Is categorically stated that ‘ Asphalt, as 
laid on roofs, may in fact be regarded as 
virtmally incombustible.’

Offices and Auditorium Building, Ontario 


By J. GRINDROD 


JDESCRIBED as a modern, low-slung 
structure somewhat resembling a 
huge glass sandwich, an unusual two- 
storey office building has recently been 
completed, adjacent to its Sarnia, 
Ontario, refinery, by Imperial Oil Ltd., 
of Toronto, Canada. A further novel 
feature of the project is a cylindrical 
100-seat auditorium adjoining the main 
block and connected to its front entrance. 
The circular shape of the auditorium 
provides a sharp contrast to the rec- 
tangular lines of the main structure. 


The architects for the project were 
John B. Parkin and Associates, who 
chose the rectangle and circle design 
both to achieve a pleasing modern 
appearance as well as efficient, economi- 
cal constructional use of a long narrow 
site. The auditorium was placed out- 
side the main building to make it easily 
accessible for other departments of the 
Sarnia refinery. The general contrac- 
tors were Curran and Herridge Con- 
struction Co., Ltd., of Sarnia. 

Given its ‘sandwich’ effect by the 
use of prefabricated sandwiches of 
foamed plastic and _ brightly-coloured 
porcelained aluminium, aluminium trim 
and long expanses of glass, the new main 
block is 240 ft. long and 65 ft. wide and 
will house the engineering staff of 150 
who are responsible for the design and 
construction of Imperial Oil refineries in 
all parts of Canada. 

One of the latest developments in con- 
structional materials, the plastic and 
aluminium sandwich is less than 1} in., 
in thickness. The foamed plastic 
incorporates tiny air spaces which pro- 
vide insulation while the porcelained 
aluminium face presents an attractive 
outward appearance. In the case of the 
Sarnia building, hollow clay masonry 
has been used on the inside of the 
sandwich under the windows. The 
large glass windows and panels are set 


in extruded aluminium frames that show 
as bright ribs running vertically at 
intervals round the building. 


Because the ground on which the 
large structure has been built was soft, 
the whole building rests on a large con- 
crete raft, the steel frame of the building 
being all-welded to make it rigid on the 
raft. The basement walls are recessed 
so that the steel pillars supporting the 
upper storeys are visible. This gives a 
light, airy effect. 

The building has a combined air con- 
ditioning and heating system built within 
the outside walls, and double glass 
windows for added insulation. Steam 
from the refinery is used for heating. 
An inter-communication system and also 
a silent enunciator system with lighted 
name panels are among the installations. 


Constructed of coloured brick, the 15 
faces of the auditorium are divided into 
vertical panels by steel posts. The latter 
are bent inward at roof level to join in 
the centre. The auditorium has a small 
stage, graduated seating and a projection 
booth.

Internal Planning. The principal rooms on the ground floor are the 
saloon bar, clubroom and public bar. At the rear of the service area, which 
is ‘ L’ shaped and serves both bars, is situated the beer cellar, the wine and 
spirit store, the bottled beer store and the refrigeration plant. 

The accommodation on the first floor has been planned principally over 
the cellar and other low-level areas on the ground floor. This has kept the 
cubic content of the house down to an economical figure. The heating of 
the whole house is by an oil-fired boiler in a small basement room below 
the hall area. 

The clubroom is divided from the saloon bar by a sliding folding 
partition and the saloon bar counter has a collapsible grille which can be 
locked shut. On the first floor the accommodation is divided between the

HIS shop replaces one on another site 
which was demolished by enemy 
action in 1941. After the bombing the 
clients occupied another shop on the 
present site and this has now been en- 
larged by extensive replanning and by 
the demolition and rebuilding of an 
adjoining house. The local authority 
insisted on the retention of the pilaster and 
fascia treatment of the shop front and on 
the repetition of the Georgian windows 
on the upper floors. 


Advantage was taken of existing storey 
heights to introduce a gallery round all 
four walls of the bookshop except for a 
break at the stairs well. To permit com- 
plete flexibility on the main floor the 
gallery is suspended from the first floor 
structural steel. It is reached by its own 
staircases and is steel framed and floored 
with boarding covered with linoleum. 


The main room on the first floor is used 
primarily for the sale of prints and artists’ 
materials. A circular light well permits

of the well. The sloping ceilings in this 
room were dictated by Rights of Light to 
adjoining properties.

HIS block of 12 flats in Mayfair, 
reconstructed from three eight- 
eenth-century houses whic’ were gutted 
in the blitz, is notable as an example of 
the complex absurdity of the jungle of 
contemporary legislation. The LCC 
planning consent was given on con- 
dition the street facades were kept 
‘to preserve the essential architectural 
character of the original buildings.’ 
In the event the district surveyor asked 
for the walls to be demolished, though 
the preservation condition remained. 
The new building therefore commemor- 
ates the differing heights of cills of 
windows, position of rainwater pipes, 
cornices and blindboxes, though built 
in different brick and for an entirely 
different function behind the facade.

Geological Curiosity 


THE ESTIMATES for the proposed new 
buildings for the William Penn school at 
Red Post Hill, Dulwich, included £30,000 
for abnormal foundations, including 
piling. This sum was based on the result 
of trial borings, which indicated a good 
bearing ground of blue clay at a depth 
of about 20 feet. When piling tests were 
carried out by the sub-contractors, this 
substratum proved to be very variable in 
thickness, and on parts of the site it has 
been necessary to sink the piles to a depth 
of some S50 feet to find good bearing 
ground. ‘Such unexpected variations in 
thickness,’ says the report of the Edu- 
cation Committee, ‘must be accounted a 
geological curiosity of the site.’ The 
deeper piling will increase the cost by 
£9,646.

Notes from Council Minutes 


HE implications of free technical ser- 

vices in connection with housing and 
other standard buildings were considered 
by the RIBA Council at its meeting on 
December 11. A note issued after the 
meeting states: 

‘The Council considered the impli- 
cations of offers of free technical services 
made by contracting firms in connection 
with the preparation of layouts and the 
provision of bills of quantities for site 
and external works, roads, sewers, etc., 
where such firms were offering numbers 
of standard type buildings. It was pointed 
out that the cost of such professional ser- 
vices must necessarily form part of the 
over-all cost of the project and would also 
be without any safeguard of independent 
advice as would be secured by the client 
from his private architect, or the official 
architect in the case of a local authority 
client. ; 

‘It was agreed that these observations 
should be sent to the local authorities’ 
associations and that the Allied Societies 
in the United Kingdom should be asked 
to report to the Institute any cases of such 
offers which might come to their notice.’ 

Other matters referred to in the Notes 
are: 

RIBA Dinner, 1957: Arrangements were 
approved for the holding of the RIBA 
Dinner at the Dorchester Hotel on February 
27, 1957. The price of tickets was fixed 
at 35s. each exclusive of wines, etc. It was 
reported that the Right Hon. Duncan 
Sandys, MP, Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, and Sir John Cockcroft, KCB, 
CBE, FRS, had accepted invitations to be 
the principal speakers. 

Rebate on Membership Subscriptions: It 
was agreed that the rebate payable to Allied 
Societies for the year 1957 under the pro- 
visions of By-law 73 should remain at one- 
third but this figure would have to be re- 
viewed subsequently in the light of a full 
examination of the Institute’s finances to be 
carried out during the year. 

The late Michael Ventris Memorial: It 
was agreed to support the appeal being made 
for the setting up of a fund to endow prizes 
and studentships for those working on sub- 
jects connected with Mycenaean civilisation 
or with architecture, as a memorial to the 
late Michael Ventris (A). 

Exhibition of Classical Chinese Archi- 
tecture : Approval was given to a recommen- 
dation of the Public Relations Committee 
that the possibilities of arranging an 
exhibition of classical Chinese architecture 
should be examined. 

Petrol Rationing: The Secretary reported 
on correspondence which. had passed with 
the Ministry of Fuel and Power in regard to 
the supplementary petrol ration available for 
practising architects. It was agreed that the 
position under which the maximum ration 
available was equivalent to 300 miles per 
month would greatly prejudice the work of 
the profession and that in general the 
severe restrictions would dangerously handi- 
cap the building industry. Approval was 
given to the making of urgent represen- 
tations through the National Consultative 
Council of the Building and Civil Engineer- 
ing Industries. 


Economic Situation and Building: It was 
agreed that members of Council should 
report confidentially on the trends of activity 
in the building industry in their areas as 
indicated by the level of work in their 
offices. It was thought that this might help 
to formulate a picture of the present trend 
in the building industry which would serve 
as a guide to the Minister of Works through 
the National Consultative Council. The 
effects of the credit squeeze and the recent 
change in the economic situation might thus 
be more accurately assessed. 


Air Ministry Review of Directorate- 
General of Works : It was reported that the 
Secretary of State for Air had set up a 
committee to review the organisation of the 
Directorate-General of Works at the Air 
Ministry. It was noted that the Directorate- 
General were responsible for a very large 
volume of building work and it was observed 
with regret that no provision had been made 
in the constitution of the committee for the 
experience of the architectural profession to 
be available. It was agreed to make repre- 
sentations to the Air Ministry suggesting that 
the advice of an architect serving on the 
committee would be of advantage in con- 
sidering many of the organisational problems 
connected with building and site planning. 


Jamestown Festival, Virginia, 1957: It was 
reported that a festival was to be held in 
Jamestown, Virginia, in 1957 to commemo- 
rate the 350th anniversary of the British 
landing on the James River. The organising 
committee of the festival had asked for the 
loan of the interleaved heirloom copy ‘of 
Wren’s Parentalia in the possession of the 
RIBA. Assurances had been given that every 
safeguard would be provided during transit 
and exhibition and the United Kingdom 
Government had asked for co-operation. It 
was agreed to approve of the loan of Wren’s 
work.

THE RIBA were anxious to overcome 
public ignorance and apathy concerning 
architecture, said Mr. DESMOND Heap, 
P-PTPI, Comptroller and City Solicitor, 
Corporation of London, at the West York- 
shire Society of Architects’ dinner and dance 
at Leeds recently. He hoped the RIBA 
would continue to encourage a general high 
standard of building by stimulating the 
growth of aesthetic taste and architectural 
appreciation. 


“It would be a good thing if the design of 
all buildings including small houses were 
dealt with by qualified architects in the first 
place,’ he said. This would at least remove 
some of the worst excesses of many a well 
intentioned but often misdirected suburban 
house builder. It would not, of course, be a 
panacea for all the evils, for the simple reason 
that not all the designs of all architects were 
acceptable to all the people all the time. He 
said he agreed that new and exciting build- 
ings must be built but they could, while 
moving with the times, profit from what was 
best in the past instead of growing in the 
middle of the air without roots, ancestry or 
anything of the kind.

UNDERGROUND 
PARKING SCHEME 
Finsbury-square Site 


TAILS of a scheme to construct a car 
park under Finsbury-square were an- 
nounced on December 11 by Mr. Rosser 
Chinn, managing director of Lex Garages, 
Ltd., who has promoted the project in co- 
operation with the Finsbury MBC. 

The site is bounded on all four sides by 
traffic roads. The car park is planned at 
basement level with room for 350 cars. To 
ensure quick movement in and out, four 
ramps will be used—two for entrance and 
two for exit. Pedestrian access will be by 
means of staircases. Two petrol stations are 
planned at road level and are designed to 
serve road traffic and car-parking customers. 

Construction.—The substructure is a rein- 
forced concrete column and beam structure 
with reinforced concrete slabs and ramps. 
The small buildings in the square are gener- 
ally load-bearing brickwork, with timber 
roofs and panel infillings. A bowling green 
and three tennis courts have been incorpo- 
rated in the design. Changing-rooms with 
showers and lockers and a cafe are planned 
on the central paved area, which is covered 
by a pergola for the growth of climbing 
plants. The remainder of the square has been 
laid out as informal gardens. 

The ramps down to the car parks are mini- 
mised in appearance by light concrete cano- 
pies and screens. 

A predominating factor in the design of 
the car park has been the provision for 
planting large trees. 

The architects are Messrs. Shingler and 
Risdon. Assistant in charge is Mr. John H. 
White. 

A spokesman of the Finsbury Council 
told The Builder that although Its council 
are sympathetic to the scheme in principle, 
there are many planning and legislative 
hurdles to be overcome before the scheme 
could proceed.

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PETROL PRICES AND 
MATERIALS COSTS’ 


Hire Rates for Dayworks 
Surcharge 


TTTHE London Master Builders’ Association 

and the Southern Counties and the 
Eastern Federations of Building Trades 
Employers announce that as a result of in- 
creases in the price of petrol and other 
liquid fuels, under their Schedules of Charges 
and Hire Rates for Dayworks for use with 
the National Schedules of Daywork Charges, 
there will be a temporary increase in 
Haulage Rates (Schedule “O”) from the 
week commencing December 31. 


This will take the form of a surcharge of 
5 per cent. on rates published from time 
to time, and will increase those rat 
accordingly. This surcharge will contin 
until further notice, but the situation wi 
be reviewed periodically and due notice: 
given of any change. 


Possible Effects on Paints 


THE impact of the new petrol tax is felt 
in a wide variety of industries and on a wide 
variety of products other than pefrol, the 
Paint Manufacturers’ Co-operation Com- 
mittee pointed out, in a statement issued on 
December 18. The new impost of Is. per 
gallon additional duty plus the imcrease in 
the basic price has increased the price of 
white spirit, which is one of the principal 
components of many paints, by Is. 3d. per 
gallon. This is only another of a series of 
increases in essential raw materials used in 
the manufacture of paints, varnish and 
lacquer. 


. It looks as though paint manufacturers, 
says the statement, could not continue 
indefinitely to absorb increases in raw 
material costs and that they may now have 
to review their prices. 


Tenders for Road! Materials 


IN vIEW of the present uncertainty re- 
garding the effect of motor fuel rationing on 
the costs of production and delivery of road 
materials, representations were recently 
made to the Ministry of Transport and Civil 
Aviation that highway authorities be advised 
to defer calling for annual tenders for 1957/ 
58 until the position is clarified. These 
representations were made by: Asphalt 
Roads Association, British Granite and 
Whinstone Federation, British Slag Federa- 
tion, British Tarpaviors Federation, Cold 
Asphalt Association, Federation of Coated 
Macadam Industries and The Limestone 
Federation. 


Increase in Plant Hire Rate 


THE Federation of Civil Engineering Con- 
tractors, Romney House, Tufton-st., SW], 
have issued a notice temporarily amending 
their Schedules of Dayworks Carried Out 
Incidental to Contract Work dated July 1}. 
Due to the recent increases in prices of 
petrol, derv and diesel (gas) oil, the hire rates 
of plant should be increased on the Schedule 
by 2 per cent. for plant powered by diesel 
(gas) oil and by 15 per cent. for plant 
powered by petrol or derv. These rates will 
be removed or reduced immediatety the 
prices of the fuels are reduced.

PAPERS AT THE TOWN AND COUNTRY PLANNING 
ASSOCIATION’S. NATIONAL CONFERENCE 


Five hundred delegates participated in the National Conference of the 
Town and Country Planning Association, which was held in London 
on November 29 and 30. The conference, which was entitled ‘Key Points 
in Planning,’ was opened by Mr. Duncan Sandys, Minister of Housing 


and Local Government.

Redevelopment of Centres 
of Expanded Towns 
‘By HENRY WELLS, FRICS, FAI 


MR. HENRY W. WELLS, FRICS, 

’ FAI, chairman of the Hemel Hemp- 
stead Development Corporation, in his 
paper on ‘ Redevelopment of Centres of 
Expanded Towns,’ raised the curtain on 
the costs of town centre development in 
the hope that these figures would encour- 
age towns contemplating expansion to 
deal boldly with their town centre prob- 
lem, 

‘Mr. Wells said that it was absolutely 
essential in developing the centres of new 
and expanding towns to acquire the land 
needed .for redevelopment.at the same 
time as. the publication of the Master 
.Plan.. In the case of Hemel Hempstead 
the Minister was asked.to confirm a com- 
pulsory purchase order for the acquisi- 
tion of 55 acres designated as the town 
centre before a single house was built. 


The cost of purchasing this land was 
£660,000 (£12,000 an acre): services, 
bridges, car parks and _ landscaping 
amounted to £430,000: therefore the total 
cost of making the land available for re- 
building was nearly £1,100,000. 

Twenty-two acres of the available 55 
acres were used for services, bridges, car 
parks and landscaping, leaving 33 acres 
available for rebuilding. The cost of these 
33 acres was therefore £33,000 an acre. 
Six acres were sold to public authorities 
at less than the average cost, making the 
figure for the remaining development area 
of 27 acres £38,000 an acre. 


. It pays the public authority to do the 
development itself,’ said Mr. Wells, and 
he expects an average return of 84 per 
cent. on the cost of construction of build- 
ings (inclusive of cost of making land 
available for development). On comple- 
tion he estimates that the ultimate site 
value in the town centre will be in the 
order of £200,000 to £250,000 an acre. 

On the basis of the new valuation lists 
the rateable value of the town centre will 
rise from £25,000 to £200,000. 

On the same basis the rateable value 
of the entire town on completion will 
have risen from £250,000 to a figure of 
over £1 million. This figure will mean an 
increase of from £12 to £16 per head of 
population. ' 

On the question of office accommoda- 
tion, Mr. Wells was of the opinion that 
at Hemel Hempstead they might. have 
underestimated the requirements. London 
firms were beginning to realise the ad- 
vantages of decentralisation—the rent bill 
cut by at least 50 per cent., less wear and 
tear on workers who live near their place

of employment, therefore less absenteeism 
through sickness, and a more pleasant 
environment. 

He concluded: ‘I can say without fear 
of contradiction that even though not 
complete the town centre of Hemel 
Hempstead will be a commercial and 
financial success. It remains to be seen 
whether local government can meet the 
challenge in the expansion of town 
centres in country. town expansion 
schemes under the Town Development 
Act, 1952. In the words of Lord Reith, 
when he was the Minister responsible for 
town planning towards the end of the 
war, “ Take courage and redevelop your 
town centre boldly.” The ratepayer will 
thank you.’ 


Green Belts 
By LORD CHORLEY, MA, JP 


: (THERE is no clear statutory provision 

for the creation of green belts in 
the Planning Acts,’ said LoRD CHORLEY 
in his paper. ‘The whole process is a 
matter of inference and implication. 
Surely this is a thoroughly unsatisfactory 
position. ... What I suggest is really 
required is a new statutory designation, 
a green belt area with the obligation of 
local authorities to establish such areas 
and with power to the Minister to ensure 
that they do so. The fact that in a few 
districts this is being done by goodwill 
and co-operation is not a real substitute 
for absence of effective legislative autho- 
rity.’ 

Lord Chorley described the experiences 
and difficulties encountered by a number 
of city authorities in their attempts to 
house their citizens and at the same time 
preserve their green belts. ‘Many of us 
had hoped that the New Towns Act 
would be the precursor of a number of 
other local Acts under which similar new 
towns would be built in the regions of 
most of the large provincial cities and 
conurbations. There has, however, been 
a distressing lack of initiative for further 
progress.’ , 

In discussing the subject of regional 
planning, Lord Chorley said: ‘ Some sort 
of regional authority might well be very 
useful in connection with the planning of 
green belts, even if only as a co-ordinator. 
The job appears to be too big for the 
Ministry, or should we have joint plan- 
ning boards of the kind envisaged by the 
National Parks Act? But at any rate a 
preliminary survey of the whole national 
position in regard to the creation of green 
belts is needed and should be treated as 
a matter of urgency. The Minister also 
requires additional powers. He should be 
able to direct a local planning authority 
to make provision for a green belt.’ 
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Lord Chorley concluded :‘I think tha, 
with wise administration at the Ministry 
some degree of flexibility is attainable, 
and the recent handling of London’; 
green belt cases at the Ministry does, as 
far as I am able to judge, give justifica. 
tion for confidence in the policy now 
being administered. From the amenity 
angle the green belt movement seems to 
me one of the most promising and worth. 
while developments which have occurred 
during my time.’ 


Housing Densities 
By SIR FREDERIC J. OSBORN 


‘ "THE man, or woman, in the street has 

no idea what the housing expert 
means when he talks of high and ‘ow 
densities—120 rooms an acre, 20 houses 
an acre, 200 persons an acre. But the 
expert is intelligible if he says that a limit 
of 30 ft. between your front window and 
the chap’s opposite is a “ ruddy limit,”’ 
said SIR FREDERIC J. OSBORN (chairman 
of executive, T&CPA), in his paper, 
‘Housing Densities,’ in which he 'clearly 
and simply explained the meaning of the 
planners’ jargon and its effect on living 
conditions, amenity standards and the ap- 
pearance of housing estates. 


‘It is to protect occupiers in situations 
of space pressure that density limits have 


~ been found necessary,’ Sir Frederic con- 


tinued, ‘ but the fixing of density stand- 
ards can’t be a matter of pure science 
because the standard of density depends 
on judgments of what will satisfy (or be 
accepted by) the persons to be housed.’ 


His paper dealt in detail with the dif- 
ferent areas of plots, front and back gar- 
dens, the widths of carriageways and 
footpaths, as well as the floor areas of the 
houses. It gave a clear picture of the re- 
lationship between the dimensions that 
are important to the persons living in the 
houses, and the figures that the experts 
use in discussing densities. ‘ Both sets of 
figures,’ said Sir Frederic, ‘are vividly 
meaningful to me, because I spent a good 
part of my business life working out 
schemes and providing small houses, in 
co-operation with architects and builders, 
and what was even more educational, 
managing the houses and collecting rents 
weekly from door to door. The architect 
and builders were partners in the gentle 
art of preparing the dog biscuit, but I 
was the one who had to try it on the dog, 
and when the biscuit wasn’t so good it 
was I, the housing manager, who got 
bitten. The architect and builder usuallv 
made a getaway to a safe distance.’

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Planning for Traffic in Residential Areas 


A TALK AT THE HOUSING CENTRE 


STATING that he had had 25 years’ 

experience in traffic work, SUPERIN- 
fENDENT L. Weir, of the traffic branch, 
Scotland Yard, addressed a Housing 
Centre meeting on December 4 on the 
subject of traffic problems in residential 
areas. He made a number of suggestions 
for reducing the risk of accidents in such 
areas by better planning of roads and 
streets and siting of buildings. 

Although, he said, the better class 
estates were usually better catered for 
than. others in the matter of parking 
facilities and the width of roads, there 
were problems common to all estates. 
These related to the location of the estate 
in respect to its surroundings; the layout 
and width of the roads; parking space; 
layout of the estate: and the siting of the 
shopping areas, schools and recreational 
and social facilities. 

Supt. Weir pointed to the development 
in recent years of large communities 
flanking the Great West Road, sections of 
the Kingston by-pass and Eastern 
Avenue, where housing had come right 
up to the main trunk road. In these 
places shopping centres had grown up 
without service roads. In building an 


estate for the future the first venture 
should be to widen the existing roads 
which were going to traverse the area. 
At least dual-carriageway roads should be 
provided to take the traffic which would 
eventually go through the area. 


Where 
it was decided to have the shopping area 
service roads should first be laid out. 

He would like to see green grass verges 
between the main arterial roads and the 
estate, so as to give a safety margin. 

Where should an estate be located? 
From the police point of view he thought 
it should be located as a complete entity 
not far from a trunk road, but the num- 
ber of access points to and from the 
estate should be kept to a minimum. An 
estate built alongside a trunk road with 
entries all along it was a potential source 
of accidents. 


Fencing Busy Roads 


In estates where development on both 
sides of a trunk road was inevitable, said 
Supt. Weir, why not have unclimbable 
fencing along the side of the road? An 
example of this was an 8 ft. high fence 
at Feltham. Trees had grown up along- 
side it and there had been no accidents 
there in the five years since the fence 
was erected. 

Was it really necessary to have estate 
roads planned with military precision? 
‘Once you build a long road through an 
estate and put side roads on it vou are 
inviting speed merchants to use the road 
simply to get through the estate. Roads 
entering the main road from the estate 
should not do so exactly opposite each 
other. Such junctions are accident 
points. -Why should not these entries be 
staggered?’ asked the speaker. 

Another fault which was creeping into 
estate planning again now was inadequate 
widths of roads. Many were terribly 
narrow. One or two estates had roads 
of not more than 18 ft. width, some 


were only 16 ft. wide. If these roads 
in the future took a lot of heavy traffic, 
such as the new 8 ft. wide buses, coal 
lorries, refuse vehicles, and so on, an 
18 ft. width would not be nearly enough. 


The modern tendency to build multi- 
storey blocks of flats in close proximity 
to single-storey dwellings on _ estates 
brought another problem. How much 
space was provided for garages on such 
estates? People would have cars, sooner 
or later. They must be given parking 
space somewhere on the estate. The 
police felt it would be very much better 
if on new estates more use could be 
made of one-way cul de sac. 

Footways ‘in the form of hot-cross 
buns’ across roundabouts would help. 

There should be good sight lines on 
the corners of roads, instead of the build- 
ing line coming right up to the corner. 
Building lines at such junctions were very 
often bad from the traffic point of view. 


Provision for Garages 


Parking in the higher income group 
estates caused relatively little trouble, be- 
cause of the greater proportion of garage 
space provided and the wider roads, but 
on the lower income estates, with many 
terraces Of houses, parking was a more 
serious matter and it was in these estates 
that the increase in the number of cars 
was coming. He appreciated that the 
matter of the provision of adequate 
garage space was largely a question of 
the cost of land and the necessity of 
charging high rents, but the fact remained 
that once people got into these houses 
many of them were going to have cars. 


There were also the problems crgated 
by the van driver or lorry driver who 
was allowed by his employer to take his 
vehicle home when he had finished his 
day’s work, and that which arose from 
the fact that the Road and Rail Traffic 
Act of 1953 restricted the period during 
which a driver was allowed to drive con- 
tinuously. A man passing through 
London who had to have a break would 
often leave his lorry on his own estate 
near his home. Would it not be possible 
to provide around such estates standings 
where these vehicles could go? 

Where garage space was not included 
in the house itself, would it not be 
possible to concrete part of the front 
garden so that a car owner could leave 
his car there, off the road? 

Supt. Weir also criticised the quality 
of the street lighting provided by many 
of the recently developed estates and 
went on to suggest that schools, shopping 
centres and social centres should be better 
located. On most post-war estates the 
location of schools was very good, from 
the point of view of accident prevention. 
Was it not possible to plan and design 
schools as the estate grew? 

Finally, Supt. Weir said the Hamp- 
stead Garden Suburb layout covered 
pretty well all the points he had made 
about what was desirable in an estate 
from the traffic point of view; that estate 
had a particularly low accident record.

Students’ Prizegiving 

PTHE presentation of prizes to students in 

the departments of surveying and build- 
ing at the. Northern Polytechnic on Decem- 
ber 4 was to have been made by Major- 
General C. Lloyd, CB, CBE, Director, De- 
partment of Technology, City and Guilds 
of London Institute. The fact that he was 
prevented from appearing enabled the School 
to welcome the Polytechnic’s old principal, 
who only resigned last year—Dr. T. J. Drake- 
ley, CBE, DSc, PhD, FRIC, FIRI. 

The proceedings were opened by Mr. 
BRIAN RoBerTS, MA, the chairman of the 
governing body, in, as usual, the theatre of 
the Polytechnic. Some sixty-odd recipients 
of prizes and certificates were marshalled 
in the orchestra stalls, the body of the theatre 
being well filled by parents and fellow- 
students. After a few brief remarks, the 
chainman introduced the head of the depart- 
ment of Architecture, Surveying and Build- 
ing, Mr. T. E. Scott, CBE, V-PRIBA, who 
made his report on the work of the depart- 
ment. 

Dr. DRAKELEY’S address to the students, 
after the presentation of the prizes and certi- 
ficates (which he did with a charm and per- 
sonal kindliness all too seldom seen on these 
occasions) was delivered with the mixture 
of humour and forthrightness for which he 
is well known. His first point was that in 
all his. 36 years’ association with the Poly- 
technic this was the first time that he had 
performed this particular function. His 
second, and main, point was that automation 
in the building industry was not detrimental 
to craftsmanship; that it would only do 
away with unskilled labour, and that there 
was still an important role for the building 
craftsman to play to-day. 


Vote of Thanks 


A vote of thanks to Dr. Drakeley was pro- 
posed by the Principal, Dr. A. S. M. SyMons, 
and by the chairman, Centra] Area No. 2 
of the London Master Builders’ Association, 
Mr. S. J. Proops, who mentioned in passing 
that the last time he had been on that par- 
ticular platform it had been to receive a 
prize and that he had been several stone 
lighter. 


THE CHAIRMAN closed the proceedings by 
announcing that the shops were open to in- 
spection and the majority of people present 
thereupon made a tour of the work dis- 
played. Apart from the usual run of excep- 
tionally traditional exercises in rubbed brick- 
work, dressed lead, wreathed mouldings and 
colour work, there was a distinct feeling for 
modern techniques and details—examples of 
a type of work were on show that were cer- 
tainly not there three years ago. An ex- 
tremely interesting demonstration in the 
plumbing shop was a visual proof of the 
impedance to the flow of water in pipes by 
angle bends as compared to natural bends 
formed in the pipe itself, by various forms 
of taps and cocks and, simply, by the pipe 
itself in a straight run. 

The whole evening, completely domestic in 
character, must be judged by staff, students 
and parents alike, to have been a great 
success.

DECISIONS 


Proposed House in Grounds of 
Existing Property: Minister 
Allows Appeal 


PTYHE proposed erection of a dwelling- 

house on land forming part of the 
garden of Cherry Cottage, Mount View- 
road, Claygate, has been considered, on 
appeal, by the Minister of Housing and 
Locat Government. Esher UDC, acting on 
behalf of Surrey CC, had withheld planning 
consent on amenity grounds, and because it 
was considered that houses at the density 
resulting from this proposal were undesir- 
able in this neighbourhood and would, more- 
over, jeopardise the general provisions of 
the County Development Plan affecting this 
area. 

Cherry Cottage occupies a plot of about 
one acre on the east side of Mount View- 
road and stands at the highest point on the 
north-east corner of the plot farthest from 
the road. The land has a very appreciable 
slope and is largely covered with trees, 
shrubs and saplings. The drive is enclosed 
between dense rhododendron hedges aver- 
aging 15 feet in height, and winds across the 
centre of the plot. The house has distant 
views through a restricted gap in the trees, 
but only the roof of the house on the oppo- 
site side of Mount View-road is visible from 
it. The next house to the north of Cherry 
Cottage is barely perceptible through the 
trees, whilst the house to the south and all 
others in the vicinity cannot be seen. 


The appellant, Brigadier A. W. Drew, pro- 
posed to allot the land to the north and 
west of the curving drive—an area of about 
.46 of an acre with a frontage of 65 feet 
to the road—to the proposed new house. 
The positien. of the house would be about 
equidistant from Cherry Cottage and Rux- 
ley Mount, the house adjoining on the north, 
and at a similar distance from them as they 
are from each other. He contended that a 
house in this position and on a plot of this 
size would not be out of keeping with the 
character of the estate, in which there were 
some houses on plots as small as a quarter- 
acre. He did not consider the proposal 
unneighbourly; the screening trees and 
rhododendron hedges would be retained 
and the house would not be visible from 
those adjoining, but only from the road, 
from which it would appear to occupy the 
whole plot since Cherry Cottage was far 
back and could not be seen. It was difficult 
to maintain the land in a tidy condition, but 
a second house would get over that diffi- 
culty. The site was much lower and 
physically separate from the plateau on 
which Cherry Cottage stood. His proposal, 
he said, would do nothing to lessen amenity 
and the elevations of the house would be 
subject to approval by the Council and by 
the trustees of the estate. 

For the Council it was said that before 
the war the planned density for the area was 
six houses to the acre, but the Development 
Plan and Town Map prepared under the 
1947 Act were based upon a survey of the 
whole urban district and of the probable 
and desirable trend of development. Esher 
was on the border of the green belt and it 
was necessary to maintain a careful balance 
between housing and the ancillary services 





for residential districts, for which land must 
be allocated if encroachment on the Green 
Belt was to be avoided. In the town map 
Claygate was shown as a residential area 
the population of which should average 11 
persons to the acre, but the density of popu- 
lation was already much higher in some 
parts and the suggested optimum population 
of Esher as a whole had been exceeded, 
although land was still available for develop- 
ment. The Council had, in recent years, per- 
mitted some building-up in the neighbour- 
hood of the Ruxley estate by subdivision of 
large plots, but they now felt it necessary 
to be more restrictive, without prejudice, 
however, to consideration of every appli- 
cation on its merits. The present applica- 
tion was a border-line case and only after 
inspection of the site by members of a Com- 
mittee had the application been finally 
refused. 

The Minister states, in the course of his 
decision, that he has come to the conclusion 
that a well-designed house, suitably sited 
on the lower ground to the west of the 
rhododendron screen, and provided the 
screening trees and shrubberies are main- 
tained, will not be out of character with 
the surroundings. The retention of the 
shrubberies and the larger trees, including 
those on adjoining plots, is obviously in the 
interest of all concerned and the Minister 
sees no reason why the erection of the house 
should result in loss of amenity. He agrees 
with the Council that every case should be 
considered on its own merits and he notes 
that there are very few plots on the estate 
for which a reasonable case could be made 
for similar development and the decision in 
this case should not, therefore, add appreci- 
ably to the difficulties of maintaining the 
balance of the development plan. 

The Minister has decided to allow the 
appeal and permit the erection of a dwelling 
house on the land shown in the submitted 
plan, subject to the condition that the 
detailed siting and elevations shall be agreed 
with the local planning authority or, failing 
agreement, as may be determined by the 
Minister. 


Coventry Office Proposals 
Rejected by Minister

appeal by the British Thomson- 
Houston Co., Ltd., against. Coventry 
City Council’s refusal to permit the erection 
of offices at the corner of Alma-street and 
Hood-street, Coventry, has been dismissed 
by the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government. 

The Minister expresses the views that the 
proposed development would seriously pre- 
judice the planning proposals for the area 
and would be detrimental to such amenities 
as remain to adjoining residences. 


Minister Approves Erection of 
Bottling Depot on Reserved Land 


"[{HE erection of a bottling factory on 
land at Deer Park-road, SW19, for 
which planning consent was refused by 
Merton and Morden UDC on the ground 
that the limited amount of industrial land in 
North Surrey should be reserved for the re- 
location of badly-sited industries already 
within the area, has been approved by the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government 
on appeal. 
The Minister states that while he would 
support the Council in resisting the intro-

duction of general manufacturing industries 
that are not tied to London, it appears to 
him that the proposed application is for a 
distribution depét in the area served and 
that there is force in the economic argument 
for siting the depét in the suburbs of Lon- 
don. He regards the appellant’s business as 
a service industry and not as a general 
manufacturing industry which could with 
equal advantage be sited well outside 
Greater London. 


The Minister has decided, therefore, to 
allow the appeal and to grant permission 
for the use of the land in question for the 
erection of a bottling depdt of 30,000 square 
feet floor area, subject to the condition that 
the siting and elevations of the building and 
the lay-out of the means of access shall be 
as may be agreed with the local planning 
authority. 


Industrial Development of Land 
Allocated for Residential Use 
Allowed

appeal against the refusal of Slough 

Borough Council to permit the erec- 
tion of industrial buildings on land at Bath- 
road, Slough, has been conditionally allowed 
by the Minister of Housing and local Gov- 
ernment. Permission had been refused by 
the Council in accordance with a direction 
previously given by the Minister who, on 
the evidence then before him, saw no reason 
to permit industrial development of this 
land, which’ formed part of an area allo- 
cated in the Town Map for Slough for 
residential use. 


The principal arguments submitted on 
behalf of the Council were that:— 

(1) in the development yes greens 5 he the 
Minister, the site, together with 
had been allocated for industry 
was amended on approval to show 
allocated primarily for residential use: 


(2) the Council subsequently refused an appli- 
cation for permission to erect a mineral water 
depét on part of the land shown for residen- 
tial use west of the appeal site, but the 
Minister granted permission on appeal ; 


(3) the development of the appeal site for 
residential purposes would be most unecon- 
omical and no builder was likely to undertake 
the cost of making up some 250 feet of un- 
productive road in order to reach a building 
Site — at the most 16-20 houses could be 
erecte 


(4) the Ministry of Transport and Civi! 
Aviation had no objection to the proposal 
provided certain conditions were observed ; 


(5) in the circumstances, the County Council 
and Slough Borough Council both recom- 
mended that permission be granted. 

The Minister has allowed the appeal. He 
recognises he says, that although the site is 
an area allocated in the development plan 
primarily for residential use, there would 
be difficulties in developing it economically 
for that purpose. He also notes that the 
appellants’ present premises are quite in- 
adequate for their purposes and that there 
are cogent reasons why they should remain 
in Slough. In these circumstances he has 
come to the conclusion that he should allow 
the appeal and grant consent for the erec- 
tion on the site of buildings for light indus- 
trial purposes, subject to the condition that 
the layout of the site shall include pro- 
vision for the parking and turning of 
vehicles and, together with the siting, design 
and external appearance of the buildings. 
shall be as may be agreed with the Counci! 
or, in default of agreement, as shall be 
determined by the Minister.

‘Abandon the Housing Estate’ 


FrouR proposals which if adopted 
would provide an alternative to the 
whole of England succumbing to sub- 
topia were put forward by Mr. LIONEL 
BreTT, FRIBA, in a paper on ‘ Building 
in the English Landscape’ which he gave 
at a meeting in London, recently, of the 
Institute of Landscape Architects. 


Mr. Brett said that if we had to isolate 
one characteristic, it would be that in 
English landscape the architectural ele- 
ments were trees rather than buildings. 
He went on to suggest that the time had 
now come when we should abandon the 
‘housing estate’ as our typical residential 
development. 


‘By housing estate,’ Mr. Brett said, ‘I 
mean the kind of housing that results 
when a builder or a local authority buys 
a jield, runs a road round it at a distance 
of 100 ft. or so from the hedge, and fills it 
up with two-storey houses at a rate of 
ten or 12 to the acre—this type of hous- 
ing can never look right in England, be- 
cause it is too repetitive and standardised 
to have anything remotely like a village 
character, yet too fiddling in scale and 
thin on the ground to deserve the name 
of a town. Even our best architects, in 
the new towns and elsewhere, have quite 
failed to make a success of it.’ 


Four Alternatives 


There were, he suggested, four alterna- 
tives—urban housing, recreated housing, 
new towns and village housing. ‘As to 
urban housing, I mean what we now call 
mixed development, either in what you 
might call the LCC form of high flats or 
maisonettes mixed with terrace houses of 
a density of something over 100 people to 
the acre, or in a form which I would like 
to see tried much more because it is much 
cheaper, namely a uniform three-storey 
development of houses, with flats at inter- 
nal and external ang!es, which with build- 
ing lines 45 ft. apart and 30 ft. walled 
gardens gives a density of a little under 
100 to the acre.’ 


‘Recreated housing’ was a pretentious 
word to indicate something a good deal 
more imaginative than reconditioning. 
On the subject of building new towns, 
Mr. Brett said that he would say only 
two things. One was that if we did build 
more new towns they must consist in the 
main of what he had defined as urban 
housing. The second point followed 
from the first. The typical post-war 
master plan, loose, organic, shaped by 
local landscape forms, only made visual 
sense on the site if the ‘solid’ elements 
of the plan (ie, the neighbourhoods) were 
twice as dense as they had been. The 
main trouble with the present new towns 
was that right inside the neighbourhoods 
the layouts were so loose and the forms 
sO ungeometrical that all edges were 
blurred, nature won everywhere, and even 
the odd point blocks barely competed 
with elms as landmarks ; when the new 
panting had matured we should once 
again have all garden and no city. 


The speaker continued: I come now 
to my fourth category, which I call 
‘village housing.’ There are something 
like 25,000 villages in England, so that 
if we could on the average house even 
another dozen families in eaeh of them 
we should be housing a lot of people. 
What do I mean by village housing? I 
mean houses for people who are prepared 
to put up with the inconveniences of 
country life for the sake of a big garden 
and the chance to build their home in 
their own way ; houses for large families, 


or for old people scared of noise and. 


heights, houses, if you like, for the 
lunatic fringe. The accent would be on 
the owner-occupier. 

You will be imagining a subtopian in- 
vasion of our innocent villages, so I must 
quickly pass to three essential safeguards. 
The first is that the planning controls in 
our villages and country towns must lie 
in the hands of pedple with a real sense 
of place. The second is the existence of 
a wide choice of ready-made rural house 
designs by the best architects. The RIBA 
has for some time been working on this 
idea. The only trouble about the scheme 
is that it takes such an unconscionable 
time being born. The third safeguard 
takes us right back where we started: 
tree planting. Trees are the real archi- 
tecture of our countryside, and if they 
are well chosen and well sited the design 
of the houses among which they stand 
has very little landscape significance. The 
planting of forest trees among small 
houses has not had the research it 
deserves. The essential point is that the 
houses should look through the trees and 
not expect to see over the top of them. 
Approval to the building of new houses 
in villages would have to be made con- 
ditional upon the planting and main- 
tenance of the right trees. 


Given the safeguards I have mentioned, 
I believe that most English villages could 
take a 50 per cent. increase of population 
without loss of identity or character or 
noticeable effect on the landscape. 


RETENTION MONEY 
Joint Committee’s Statement 


IN view of the general restrictions on 
credit, the Joint Consultative Committee of 
Architects, Quantity Surveyors and Builders 
wish again to draw the attention of all con- 
cerned to the following Practice Note on 
Retention Money which was issued by the 
RIBA Practice Committee in December last 
year, 


RIBA Form of Contract 


Retention Money.—The Practice Com- 
mittee have recently considered a suggestion 
of the Joint Consultative Committee of 
Architects, Quantity Surveyors and Builders 
that in the case of reputable contractors 
chosen, for example, from a selected list for 
tendering, architects may consider reducing 
the amount of certified value retained sub- 
stantially below the figure of 10 per cent. 
mentioned in the Appendix to the Form of 
Contract. 

‘The Practice Committee are fully in 


agreement with this suggestion and commend 
it to members. 
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IN PARLIAMENT 


By Our Parliamentary Correspondent 
Nuclear Power Programme 


(THE Minister of Fuel and Power dis- 
appointed the Commons on December 
17 when he stated that his announcement 
of the Goverament’s plans for an expanded 
nuclear power programme would be 
deferred until after the Christmas recess. 


Although re-emphasising the Govern- 
ment’s determination to expand the 
programme as far and as fast as they prac- 
ticably could—and he insisted that ‘ practic- 
ably’ was the operative word—he said that 
the urgent review on which the expansion 
would be based was not yet concluded. 

In other replies, he said that the selection 
of sites for power stations in England and 


Wales was for the Central Electricity 
Authority. Both that authority and the 
Atomic Energy Authority had made 


arrangements to keep in the closest con- 
tact on all aspects of the programme, and 
the Ministry was associated with them in 
the urgent study being given to the expan- 
sion of the programme. 


OTHER BUSINESS 
Linlithgow Bridge 

Mr. Woopsurn asked the Secretary of 
State for Scot!and whether he would give a 
date for the commencement of the work in 
reconstructing the Linlithgow Bridge. 

Mr. JAMES Stuart, in a written reply on 
December 4, stated: I hope the work wil} 
start early next year. 


Slum Clearance Inquiries 


Mrs. HARRIET SLATER asked the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government how 
many of his department’s inspectors were 
engaged in inquiring into slum clearance 
schemes, and how many additional inspec- 
tors he estimated were required for slum 
clearance schemes. 


MR. POWELL, in a written reply on Decem- 
ber 11, stated: There are engaged on inquir- 
ies into slum clearance orders the equivalent 
of 25 full-time inspectors. It is hoped to 
recruit at least 20 more housing and plan- 
ning inspectors during the next few weeks, 
and a substantial proportion of these will 
be engaged on slum clearance inquiries. 


Scottish Road Plans 


MR. STEELE asked the Secretary of State 
for Scotland what effect the shortage of 
technical staff was having on the new road 
programme. 


Mr. JAMES StuaRT stated in a written 
reply on December 11: The shortage of 
technical staff from which some authorities 
are suffering has affected the priority given 
to some schemes, but is causing no serious 
delay to the programme as a whole. 

Mr. STEELE also asked when it was pro- 
posed to authorise the two major schemes 
on trunk road A 74 in the County of Lanark. 

Mr. Stuart: Of the two schemes on A 74 
in Lanarkshire included in the announced 
programme for the four years ending on 
March 31, 1959, I hope to authorise one 
(Auldton Heights to 1.7 miles south of Mill- 
bank) in 1957-58 and the other (Abington 
and Crawford diversions) in 1958-59. 
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BRITISH STANDARDS 


Asbestos Cement Cisterns 
(BS 2777 : 1956) 


THE asbestos cement cistern is becoming 

increasingly popular for domestic cold 
water storage. This new British Standard 
stems from requests by water authorities and 
users for a set of requirements which will 
provide a ready means of approving this type 
of product. 

BS 2777 (price 2s3 covers requirements for 
nine sizes of rectangular cisterns ranging 
from six to 100 gallons nominal capacity, 
and includes quality tests for the soundness 
of the cistern and for the water absorption 
value of the material: used. A table, on the 
lines of that given in BS 417, gives the nomi- 
nal capacity, actual capacity based on model 
by-laws, internal and overall dimensions, 
position of the working water level and the 
BS size number for each capacity. 

Although the standard provides for cisterns 
undrilled for connections, the purchaser may 
specify the drilling of any necessary holes by 
the manufacturer if he so desires. 

Fittings are not provided for, since the re- 
quirements of water authority by-laws apply 
to them and to their positions on the cisterns 
—in the same way that they apply to cisterns 
made of other materials. 


New Sheets for the BS Building 
Handbook 


To KEEP the British Standard Handbook 
on Building Materials and Components fully 
up to date, a second packet of addendum 
sheets has now been issued. The new set 
of addendum sheets summarises three 
additional British Standards and includes 
15 revisions. It also provides a revised 
numerical list of all the standards covered 
by the handbook after the two supple- 
mentary sets of sheets have been inserted. 
This will serve as a ‘contents list’ giving 
page references to the nearly 300 standards 
covered in the handbook. 

The price of the new set of sheets is 9s., 
post free. For new purchasers the complete 
handbook, with the addenda issued in the 
first and second packets, now costs £4. 


Protective Rubber Boots (Leather 
Soled) for Firefighting and Other 
Purposes (BS 2781 : 1956) 


Tuis new British Standard (price 3s.) was 
primarily prepared at the request of the 
Ministry of Defence to provide for protec- 
tive boots for firefighters. The special quali- 
ties of the boots, however, make them suit- 
able for wear by quarry workers and others 
engaged on work which calls for protective 
footwear with characteristics such as those 
set by this new standard. 


Glossary of Terms for Concrete and 
Reinforced Concrete (BS 2787 : 1956) 


MARSHALLED into alphabetical order with- 
in the 40 pages of this new British Standards 
glossary (price 7s. 6d.) are some 700 terms 
and definitions relating to the design, con- 
stituent materials, mixing, placing and testing 
of concrete and reinforced concrete. - The 
glossary is the first in a series which BSI is 
preparing to cover the terms used in the 
building and associated industries. 

‘This glossary,” reads the foreword, 
“should assist the reader of technical litera- 
ture to understand the meaning of the terms 


used and should also assist technical writers 
to use terms relating to concrete in their 
correct modern sense.’ 

Although the glossary is arranged alpha- 
betically throughout, reference to it has been 
additionally simplified by the inclusion of a 
number of groups of definitions, e.g., 
‘Cement,’ ‘Reinforcement’; where this 
arrangement has been adopted, terms 
appearing in their normal alphabetical 
sequence bear a cross-reference to the group 
concerned. 

Owing to the rapid advances being made 
in the technology of pre-stressed concrete, 
the Committee decided to include only a 
limited number of the terms in general use 
connected with this subject. 


BS 2788: Fireguards for Solid 
Fuel Fires 


Tuis new British Standard (price 2s. 6d.) 
defines a type of safe fireguard for conven- 
tional open fireplaces burning solid fuel. The 
purpose of the new standard is primarily to 
protect people by ensuring that their clothing 
cannot come into contact with the fire. 


The most striking feature of the new 
specification is that guards must be designed 
so that ash can be removed and the fire re- 
fuelled without removal. The guard must be 
fixed by hooks to eyelets in the fireplace 
surround, and need be removed only when 
the grate is being thoroughly cleared, at 
which time the fire will not be alight. The 
standard does not specify a particular de- 
sign, so that manufacturers are free to use 
their own ingenuity in meeting the require- 
ments. A prototype with a hinged front has 
been supplied by the Wire Goods Manufac- 
turers’ Association. 


It is recognised that existing fireplaces 
may not be suitable for fixing the new type 
of guard, but in many cases eyelets to receive 
them could be inserted in accordance with 
the specification. Manufacturers are urged 
to provide screwed bushes in all new fire- 
place surrounds. 


This new publication follows on the issue 
of standards for guards for portable electric, 
gas and paraffin heaters which are now en- 
forceable by law, and is part of a programme 
aimed at reducing fire hazards in the home. 


Flush Wood Doors 
(BS 459: Part 2A: 1956) 


THE PUBLICATION of Section A of BS 459 
(price 3s.) marks the first stage in the task 
of completely revising BS 459: Part 2: 1945. 
The foreword states that: ‘In order to afford 
manufacturers freedom in development and 
construction, it was decided to revise the 
standard so as not to require any particular 
form of construction but to specify standard 
dimensional design and functional require- 
ments, and to ensure satisfactory strength 
and stability by reference to a series of 
performance tests.’ 

Within these terms Section A deals with 
exterior or interior flush doors suitable for 
mass production. It specifies general 
requirements for materials, dimensions, 
attachments and finish, but contains no pro- 
visions regarding strength or stability. The 
section is fully illustrated. 

Section B of the revised standard will 
contain a_ series of performance tests. 
Already DSIR (Forest Products Research 
Laboratory) has undertaken considerable 
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research on behalf of BSI and the Ministry 
of Works; but it has been decided to delay 
publication of Section B until the results 
of the practical application of the tests by 
manufacturers can be included. 


Users are advised that, pending the issue 
of Section B, Section A needs to be supple- 
mented by appropriate understanding 
between supplier and purchaser in matters 
concerning the strength of the doors.

INQUIRY BUREAU 
A Contract Matter 


Q.—We have erected a bungalow for a 
person under contract with an architect’s 
supervision, and now, before it is complete:, 
he has sold this to another person; we are, 
however, informed that our contract holds 
good for the period of maintenance, and ail 
payment of moneys due on the extra works 
carried out. We were under the impression 
that if the person with whom we signed the 
contract sold the bungalow, then the con- 
tract was broken and no longer valid. Could 
you give us any legal advice on this matter? 
Another point that has arisen concerns the 
period of maintenance. The completion of 
these premises has been held up for weeks 
owing to the failure of the owner to supply 
the fireplace, which under the contract he 
was supposed to do; this has, in our opinion, 
been deliberately done as the fireplace in 
question is easily obtainable. We consider 
that this period of waiting should count as 
part of the maintenance period, otherwise 
the period will be almost doubled. 


‘HERTS BUILDER. 


A.—A legal correspondent writes: I do 
not think that the sale of the bungalow is 
necessarily a breach of contract unless the 
sale makes it impossible for the builders to 
complete the contract works. But the original 
building owner cannot transfer his obliga- 
tions under the contract to anyone else with- 
out the consent of the builders. On the face 
of it, therefore, the original contract remains 
‘n force, and it is with the original owner 
that the builders should deal. They can, of 
course, consent to the owner’s obligations 
under the contract being transferred to the 
purchaser, in which case a new contract will 
be deemed to have been made. Such con- 
sent can either be given expressly or it can 
be inferred from the conduct of the builders, 
e.g., if they have accepted instructions and/ 
or payment from the purchasers. 


The answer to the second part of the 
question must depend on the precise terms 
of the contract, particularly in regard to the 
date from which the period of maintenance 
is to run. But the general rule is that no 
party to a contract can take advantage of 
his own wrongful act. Prima facie, there- 
fore, the owner cannot insist on the period 
of maintenance starting on the date of com- 
pletion if he prevents the builder from com- 
pleting. A.E.T.

Floor Heating Panels 


Although the advantages of under-floor 
heating have been evident for some time, 
usually confines the adoption of this 
system to mew construction.

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Safety in the Construction Industry 


AN INTERNATIONAL REVIEW 


PAPER on Safety in the Construc- 

thon: Industry was read by Mr. H. 
Heumann, Research Officer, NFBTO, to 
the Leadon Building and Engineeiing 
Conteactoss Accident Prevention Gruup 
recently, extracts from which follow: 


Talking of the International Labour 
Office 1. 0)—the focal point for inter- 
nati activities in safety precautions, 


he spoke of the Geneva Conference of 
1937 when a Gonvention was formed for 
international adoption, but was not 
accepted by Geeat Britain on the grounds 
that our own Factories Act, which was to 
cower safety in the building industry, was 
ding. ie ‘pended’ for 11 years, for 
it was not until 1948 that Building 
Regulations were promulgated here. 
After mentioning the outline of the 
sequence of the main events in inter- 
national moves for safety, Mr. Heumann 
spoke of the statistical survey by the ILO 
and the obvious need to analyse the 


figures by comparison. 
Drawing Comparisons 


He centinued: Bearing in mind the 
essential point about the comparability of 
figures, | think I may offer a few pieces 
of information which should not mislead 
you. 

In Canada, from 1928-54, the fatalities 
in the construction industry totalled 
4,743, an average of over 175 a year, or 
one every tao days. This, on the face 
of it, is high compared with Great 
Britain, where the fatalities, spread over 
the years 1948-53, ranged from the lowest 
figure of 183 in 1949 to the top figure of 
218 in 1948. Taking the years 1948-53 
we find the Canadian figure very close to 
ours, an average of 197, while our 
average was 200. 

In Switzerland, a country which one 
would normally have recognised as 
advanced from the point of view of 
industrial legislation, the accident rate is 
also high compared with ours, judging 
from a superficial examination of the 
available data. In 1953 the accidents 
in the ‘Building Industry’ numbered 
over 27,600 (population of the country 
is 44m.), compared with 13,800 in Great 
Britain in that year—a fantastic com- 
parison in the absence of any qualifying 
comment. Two comments do occur; the 
first that the figure probably covers civil 
engineering as well in Switzerland—the 
total of building and civil engineering in 
Great Britain was just under 16,000— 
and, secondly, a less pleasant thought, 
safety regulations are almost non-existent 
in Switzerland, in practice if not in 
theory. ' 

It might be worth while to delve into 
some of the causes of accidents and to 
examine the steps taken in some of the 
countries to deal with aecident preven- 
tion. In Great Britain in 1954, falls 
accounted for the majority of accidents 
—42.8 per cent. of the total; next 
came accidents described as cuts, bruises, 
abrasions (9.27 per cent.); strain, rup- 
tures, fractures (9.92 per cent.); accidents 


arising from the use of non power-driven 
hand tools, 8.98 per cent. followed by 
power operated machinery, 3.28 per cent., 
stepping on or striking against objects 
(not falls), in connection with which 
protruding nails accounted for 4.28 
cent. and the category ‘other’ for 5.33 
per cent. Miscellaneous causes accoun- 
ted for 6.66 per cent. 

In concluding, Mr. Heumann san: 
‘Perhaps I have gained a wrong impres- 
sion from the response to the ILO 
inquiry, but my view is that some 
governments are tempted to paint too 
rosy a picture of the position in their 
respective countries. Theoretically the 
position may be as satisfactory as is 
reported, but I feel that practice some- 
times falls short of theory and precept.’ 

In the discussion that followed the talk, 
a member asked whether our approach 
might not be more rigid if we were in 
fact signatories of the 1937 Geneva Con- 
vention of the ILO. He thought our 
regulations were very good, and might 
not be so good if we followed the 
International Agreements closely. Mr. 
Heumann thought that our regula- 
tions were as good as the Model Code. 
A member pointed out that in his 
experience accident prevention § in 
Switzerland was very good. In France the 
inspectorate was very small and so it 
was not possible to obtain a very definite 
opinion. In Sweden the standard of com- 
pliance was high and in both Sweden and 
Switzerland the standard in some cases 
was more stringent than ours, e.g., all 
the space between guardrail and platform 
had to be filled in, and ladders were only 
allowed to certain heights and thereafter 
inside staircases had to be used.

Builders Fined £25 


Fines totalling £25, with 10s. 6d. costs 
were imposed by the Atherstone magistrate 
recently on Abraham Pursehouse and Son;

The summonses were for using |oos 
bricks for the support of a seaffe'd a 
Atherstone North Housing Estate, Shzepy- 
road; failing to report an accident tc HM 
Inspector; and having a working pla:form 
which was not provided with a st table 
guard rail and toe boards. The firm 
pleaded guilty. 

Prosecuting, Mr. H. ENTWISTLE sail the 
cases arose. out of a visit to the site by Mr, 
J. S. Fallaize, HM Inspector of Facterics, on 
September 19. The firm were undert«king 
the building of houses on the estate. 

Mr. Fallaize noticed that scaffolding over 
20 ft. high had steel uprights supported on 
loose bricks) Two men were workin on 
the scaffolding, which was not provided 
with a guard’ sail and toe boards. The 
scaffolding so constructed was not saie te 
use. 

Regarding failing to report an accident, 
Mr. Entwistle said that on July 26 a 
labourer named Frederick Booth, of Aming- 
ton; received a splash of mortar in his eyes 
and was off work for eight weeks. The 
reporting of accidents, he said, was an 
important matter, and helped the factory 
inspector in checking unsafe premises. 

For the firm, it was stated that with their 
office at Wednesfield, supervision was diff- 
cult. They would see in future that the 
regulations were strictly adhered to.

kx following items of mews are included 
in Barclays Bank DCO ‘ Overseas Re- 
view’ for December: 

Building plans passed in The Union of 
South Africa in September were down in 
value by over £2m. compared with Septem- 
per, 1955; prices for the first 9 months of 
the year fell short of last year’s total by 
more than £114m. attributable to a drop in 
the value of pians for houses, flats, and other 
dweliings. There is no doubt that the 
bui!cing boom of recent years has now given 
way tO more normal conditions, and the 
opinion has been expressed that this may be 
all to the good for the industry by providing 
the opportunity to eliminate inefficiencies 
of |:bour and management which tended to 
accumulate under conditions of prolonged 
infla:ion, says the ‘ Review.’ 

The property market for residential pro- 
perty in Southern Rhodesia continues active. 
A sirong demand for central business sites 
still exists, but good sites are increasingly 
har’ to obtain. New industries continue to 
be .itracted to the industrial sites in Bula- 
way. 

Building plans for Salisbury to the value 
of £1,072,228 were approved for October, 
and for Bulawayo £200,323. The City of 
Sal'sbury’s architect in his annual report 
stated that during the past ten years Salis- 
bury CC has approved building plans worth 
nearly £39m. During the year ended Sep- 
tember, Greater Salisbury with approved 
plans totalling some £134m. was second in 
the Southern African list to Johannesburg— 
which has a European population six times 
thai of Salisbury—where the figure was 
£17m. 

Nearly £3m. worth of contracts have been 
given out by African Explosives and Chemi- 
cal Industries (Rhodesia), Ltd., for the estab- 
lishment of their new fertiliser factory near 
Salisbury, and some £100,000 has already 
been spent on this site, 

The value of building plans approved by 
the Ndola (Northern Rhodesia) Municipal 
Council during October was £489,888, of 
which £293,760 was in respect of 1,250 new 
African houses in Chifubu and about £46,000 
for bachelor flats for staff of the local 
copper refinery. Total value of building 
plans passed in Ndola for the period Janu- 
ary to October, 1956, is reported as 
£3,545,926—nearly £400,000 more than dur- 
ing the same period in 1955. During the 
month the Lusaka Municipal Council ap- 
proved plans worth over £250,000. 

Details have been worked out by the Blan- 
tyre-Limbe TC (Nyasaland) for plans to 
spend £4m. on housing, buildings and 
improvements in the next five years in the 
joint township. Mr. K. W. Simmonds, 
Financial Secretary, has recently said that 
the size of the capital works programme had 
been determined in the hope that commer- 
cial contractors would find considerable at- 
traction in the volume of works contained 
in it. Included in building plans totalling 
£2,170,000 is £130,000 for a new high court, 
£450,000 for a provincial and district head- 
quarters at Blantyre, and around £250,000 
for 800 African houses at Zombo. 


“rom Our Own Cerrespondent 

Cape Town: The 23-storey Sanlam Centre 
Proposed on the foreshore of Cape Town 
wil, be the biggest building in South Africa. 





Construction will begin early im 1957 and it 
will take about three years to complete. It 
is expected to cost more than £1m. and will 
be a slab-type building with vibrated con- 
crete for the reinforced framework. 


Salisbury (S. Rhodesia): The John Laing 
organisation has moved its headquarters 
from Johannesburg to Salisbury. Explaining 
the firm’s reasons for the move, a director said : 
* While we started in South Africa, and are in 
fact doing a substantial amount of work 
there, the balance of turnover is now in the 
Federation. For us the hub of Africa is 
now in Salisbury. We feel that the turn- 
over will grow much faster here than 
in the Union.’ It is planned to start work on 
Salisbury’s Civic Centre, on the site of the 
present Belvedere racecourse, about the 
middle of next year. Plans, yet to be final- 
ised, envisage a city hall, with a smaller hall 
near by, a national theatre, sports ground, 
and possibly some Government buildings, 
housing the archives, library and the poly- 
technic. 


Transvaal: A useful and profitable future 
is opening in Johannesburg for native builders. 
Up to now the City Council has put out to 
native contract only the building of homes 
and schools in its native villages and loca- 
tions. Now the city’s housing division re- 
commends that natives should also bé 
allowed to build halls, administrative offices 
and shops in the townships and to complete 
the 976 half-houses the council has already 
built on site-and-service schemes.

NEW ZEALAND.—It is estimated that 
by 1975 New Zealand will have to be pro- 
ducing 34m. kW. to meet power needs. 
When Roxburgh — the South Island's 
320,000kW. hydro-electric station—is fully 
commissioned, New Zealand’s output will 
stand. slightly over the million kW. mark. 
In Invercargill recently the general manager 
of the State Hydro-electric Department. Mr. 
A. E. Davenport, outlined a scheme which 
will produce Im. kW. within the next 20 
years. It will be known as the Deep Cove 
Scheme. ‘The water levels of Lake Mana- 
pouri and Lake Te Anau will be raised, link- 
ing the two. Water from the lakes will then 
flow into the turbines of a power station 
to be erected 600 ft. underground near 
Monowai. The dam will be 3,000 ft. long 
and 350 ft. high, and 25,000 cu. yds. of 
material will be used in its construction. Two 
tunnels, acting as water races, will have to 
be cut through the mountains to take the 
water waste to Deep Cove, in Dusky Sound. 
If the Government decide to gursue the 
scheme, it will be divided into two stages, 
each producing 500,000 kW. The Deep 
Cove project is expected to cost £100m. 


PORTUGUESE EAST AFRICA. — 
Lourenco Marques Muncipality is to raise 
a loan equivalent to £50,000 to finance the 
building of a cold storage plant for the 
municipal abattoir. . . . Government of 
Mocambique is to open a special credit of 
£225,000 for irrigation and drainage of the 
land in the Limpopo Valley. . . . Sociedade 
Fabril de Materias Plasticas is to build a 
factory in Beira for the manufacture of 
pipes, conduits and other building materials 
from synthetic substances. . . . Plans for the 
construction of a dry dock at Nacala, for 
vessels up to 22,000 tons are said to be 
near completion, although a start on the 
project may be somewhat delayed on 
account of the more urgent need for 
improving the efficiency of the ports of 
Lourenco Marques and Beira. . . . The 
Italian Group ‘Impresit’ has been awarded 
the contract for the raising of the Maruzi 
Dam. 


VENEZUELA .—Special credits totalling 
over £30m. have been authorised since 
August for projects including Caroni hydro- 
electric plant; Puerto Cabello-Barquisimeto 
railway; Puerto Cabello dry dock; Petro- 
quimica Nacional; Guarico irrigation and 
Tuy water supply schemes; workers’ hous- 
ing and slum clearance; Neurological Insti- 
tute; Caracas-Valencia (autopista) new 
tourist amenities in various parts of the 
country, and University Hospital in Cara- 
cas. . . .

J. GLIKSTEN & SON 


(Timber Producers & Importers) 
CONTINUED EXPANSION OF EXPORT BUSINESS 
MR. S. G. GLIKSTEN ON FUTURE POLICY 











The fifty-first annual general meeting of J. Gliksten and Son, Ltd., was 
held on December 19 in London, Mr. S. G. Gliksten (chairman and 
managing director) presiding. 

The following is an extract from the address by the Chairman which 
had been —— with the report and accounts for the year ended 
June 30, 1956 : 

The Group’s revenue from trading amounts to £855,933 compared 
with £972,051 last year, and after deducting Directors’ Remuneration, 
Interest and Depreciation, etc., of £266,309 there is a net profit before 
taxation of £589,624 as against £719,990. The decrease is mainly attri- 
butable to certain factors to which I will refer later in this Address. 

Provision for taxation requires £327,994 as against £363,319 a year ago. 
The net profit remaining after taxation is £261,630 which is adequate, 
after meeting the Preference Dividend, to provide substantial transfers 
to reserves and to maintain the dividend on Ordinary Stock at 35 per 
cent. as last year. 


Consolidated Balance Sheet 


The total shareholders’ funds are £3,251,438 against £3,113,328 last 
year, an increase of £138,110. Current assets exceed current liabilities 
by £2,221,905 which is a ratio of nearly 23:1. There is no substantial 
alteration in stocks and debtors but current liabilities have been reduced 
by nearly £300,000. Bank overdrafts have been reduced and further 
reductions have been made since the close of the financial year, which 
achievement in present circumstances may be regarded with considerable 
satisfaction. 

Net capital expenditure amounted to £70,121 during the past year, 
which represents mainly the replacement of obsolete plant and machinery. 

It is estimated that capital expenditure in the region of £200,000 will be 
required during the current financial year for the purpose of wharf 
developments and factory plant improvements in the United Kingdom, 
sawmill improvements and road building plant in West Africa and 
British Honduras. 

| am pleased to say that despite the credit squeeze we have been able 
to finance and develop our business and yet comply with the Government’s 
expressed wish that bank accommodation should be reduced by 10 per 
cent. overall. 

A careful review of our known and estimated requirements during the 
next year indicates that the resources at our disposal should be adequate 
to finance the Group’s business. 


General Survey 


Trading conditions during the past year have again been difficult 
and highly competitive, although the Group turnover in terms of money 
and volume of goods was approximately the same as during the previous 
year. The fall in Group profits was mainly accounted for by a disastrous 
fall in the price of imported plywood by upwards of 25 percent. Asa 
result stocks and goods arising from forward contracts had to be sold 
or written down to prices-considerably below cost. I feel that this market 
has now reached stability, although it is understood that producers’ prices 
are hardly sufficient to cover the cost of production. The reorganisation 
of our door factory was completed during the year, and it is now ina 
position to take full advantage of the changed conditions resulting from 
an increase in the number of houses built by private enterprise, which 
has offset the decrease in the number of houses built by local authorities. 

Our export trading continues to grow and sales to overseas territories 
during the last year were considerably in excess of £1,000,000 whilst 
sales to the dollar area were in excess of $1,000,000. 

As is customary your Directors and other executives of the Group 
have visited our operations and customers in many parts of the world. 
I can assure you that whilst placing a burden on those who undertake 
them these journeys are particularly welcomed by our overseas staff and 
customers, and are necessary to maintain your Group as one of the leading 
members of the timber trade. 

During the period since the close of the Accounts turnover has been 
’ accordance with expectations and trading results continue to be satis- 
actory. 

Future Policy 


Last year I referred to the possibility of laying down a new saw- 
milling plant in our Pine areas in British Honduras, subject to additional 
forest areas being made available to us by the British Honduras Govern- 
ment. This Government has a project under consideration whereby large 
areas of suitable land will be used for growing Pine for wood pulp purposes 
and American interests are considering active participation in the scheme. 
If this project comes to fruition we have agreed to place our Pine growing 
lands within the scheme on the understanding that we should be given the 
opportunity of acquiring the sawmill logs which would become available 
from the majority of the Pine growing lands within the Colony. This 
would ensure our supplies for many years to come and at the same time 
be of beneficial interest to the Government of British Honduras. ° 

Logging techniques which we have developed in the Gold Coast 
have become available to our subsidiary in British Honduras and these 
should in due course increase our production and reduce costs. 

Considerable development is taking place in the production of chip 
board for use in furniture manufacture and building, and we are watching 
these developments carefully to ensure that the Group is adequately 
represented in the sales of this material.
